When a drag hunt, a great test of 
nose for the pack, is held the fox 
sits at home, comfortable in his 
cage, while the hounds follow the 
scent made by dragging the sack 
upon which the fox has slept 
through the woods and fields. It is 
quite as exciting as a fox hunt, ex- 
cept that the dogs are deprived of 
the kill and there is no mask or 
brush to reward the hunters. 

The Bridlespur Hunt Club is for- 
tunate in its selection of a hunts- 
man as Mr. Preese understands his 
hounds and they understand him 
and he knows what's what about 
dogs and horses. The club has 40 
hounds or 20 “couples” as they 
are called. The pack includes En- 
glish fox hounds, Kansas City wolf 
hounds and the Virginia red bone. 
It is interesting to visit the ken- 
nels at Bridlespur and se the 
huntsman and his pack “at home.” 
It is his duty to look after the 
pack which is not hunting, to walk 
them out and to prepare the food 
for the hunting pack so that it is 
ready when they return from the 
chase. Weeks before the hunting 
season the hounds must first of all 
have walking, then trotting and 
fast exercise so that their feet may 
be hardened and the fat worked 
off by the first week in August. 
Preceding the official hunts at the 
Bridlespur Hunt Club; Mr. Preese 
and his fellow huntsmen have been 
cub hunting, to teach their hounds 
their duty before the first fox 
hunt. The start is made at a very 
early hour and while the cubs are 


cunning they are not very strong 
and the chase is not as long as a 
fox hunt. 


Mr. Preese, as every good hunts- 
man should, knows his hounds by 
“voice” and uses the old cowhorn, 
which in most hunts has been re- 
placed by a copper horn. Above 
the hue and cry of 40 hounds (a 
bedlam arose at the very first 
sound of the horn) he blew the 
four short notes that are sounded 
as the hunt moves off; the one 
short note that tells the field the 
location of the pack, without caus- 
ing the hounds to throw up their 
heads; then the four long rather 
sad notes that seem to say, “going 
home, g-o-i-n-g h-o-m-e.” As the 
dogs barked he could distinguish 
them all by their voices. At the 
first yelp from a hound his face 
brightened and he smilingly told 
me, That's old Sportsman.”
